don to fulfil her engagement at Drury Lane Theatre, where it 
is expected she will shortly appear in Balfe’s new Opera, written 
expressly for her. Malibran’s engagement at La Scala, at Milan, 
will produce her 600,000 francs in three years. 

Mr. Lee, the father of the pretty Miss Lee, of Drury Lane The- 
atre, died on Thursday last, in Long Acre, aged 71. He had been 
the manager of several Theatres in Devonshire, and possessed 
some literary talent. 

The musician, Mendelessohn, is putting the finishing touches 
to his Sacred Oratorio of the Conversion of St. Paul. His treat. 
ment of the subject is said to be in the severe Handelian school, 
of that class of composition which he considers the example 
for Oratorio writing. Report also speaks favorably of the liter- 
ary part of the work, as being dramatic and classically correct. 

A Polish Musical Family, named Kouski, have just arrived in 
Paris from Cracow. They have greatly distinguished themselves 
in Germany as first rate musicians, and they of themselves com- 
pose a whole orchestre. 

Tamburini’s benefit, a few nights since, at the Italian Opera, 
in Paris, yielded him a sum of 10,000 francs which, considering 
how small a Theatre it is, is an immense snm. Malibran was 
present and delighted Mademoiselle Grisi by proceeding from her 
box to the stage, and warmly complimenting her rival in fame 
and beauty upon her acting and singing. |
